Reds Break Siege Of Leningrad; 
English 50 Miles From Tripoli; 
- Allied Force Seizes Sanananda 


Russia’s Annies Hammer At 
Hitler Lines From Ladoga 
To Caucasus In Drive

MOSCOW, Jan. 19—All Russia thrilled to the news of 
great accomplishments of the Red army today as the1 fire of 
enthusiasm was stoked by word of Soviet smashes into sagging 
German forces all the way from ice-bound Lake Ladoga out­ 
side newly-reopened Leningrad to the high Caucasus in the 
south. 
Izvestia, government newspaper, reported Leningrad is now in di­ 
rect land communication with the rest of the nation after nearly a year 
and a half in which its 1,000,000 wartime inhabitants had been supplied 
by air transports and by roads and a railroad over the winter ice of 
Lake Ladoga. 
While the Red army continued to batter at the once-encircling Ger­ 
man armies around Russia’s second city to widen a five-mile corridor 
through which the 17-month siege was broken, other Soviet forces moved 
further in the direction of the Latvian border southwest of Velikle Luki, 
threatened Salsk, German supply center for its entrapped southern arm­ 
ies, tightened the vise in the Stalingrad area and made further progress 
In the direction of the steel city of Kharkov, the Pittsburgh of the 
Ukraine. 
Workers changing shifts in Russia’s armament and other war in­ 
dustries shouted and hugged each other after the public loudspeaker 
systems announced the lifting of Leningrad’s siege late last night. 
The week-long smash that resulted in piercing the German ring 
around Leningrad that had existed since August, 1941, was the work 
of two Russian columns. One struck eastward from Leningrad and the 
other struck westward from the Volkhov river. 
Ancient Nazi-JHeld Fortress Smashed 
The two groups, supported by powerful forces of artillery and tanks 
caught the ancient Nazi-held fortress of Schluesselburg in a nutcracker, 
and smashed it, killing 13,000 Germans, routing four divisions, taking 
prisoner more than 1,260 and capturing huge quantities of armament, 
the Russians announced. 
i 
The coordinated operations apparently had cut about a five-mile- 
wide corridor to Leningrad from the east. Schluesaelbnrg is about 22 
miles e at of Leningrad.

In announcing this gain the Russians told of the tremendous belt 
of Nazi fortifications that had to be reduced—470 enemy strongpoints 
were demolished and 172 artillery batteries silenced.

Coupled with this blow to Japan’s 
far-flung invasion armies, British 
headquarters reported fresh gains 
in three sectors by Field Marshal 
Sir Archibald P. Wavell’s legions 
driving back into conquered Burma 
from India. 
Other Far Pacific developments 
said Allied warplanes ride the skies 
from Burma to the South Seas, In­ 
flicting heavy new punishment on 
the^enemy.

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Rommel Now Must Decide On 
Quick Stand Or Withdrawal 
Toward Tunisian Line

CAIRO, Jan. 19— The British Eighth army spurted into the 
home stretch of its drive across Libya today with an advance 
which carried one of two attacking columns to within 50 miles 
or less of Tripoli—closer than Marshal Erwin Rommel came to 
Alexandria last summer. 
With Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery pressing home the 
attack, the Axis has only a matter of hours in which to check 
the onslaught for an attempted stand, or to quit the city in a 
Withdrawal toward the Tunisian border IOO miles to the west. 
Montgomery’s most advanced column is operating Inland and a 
communique said It has driven Axis -forces from Beni Ulld and is in 
contact with the enemy toward Tarhuna, which is only 40 miles 
southeast of Tripoli. Tarhuna Is some 60 miles beyond Beni Ulld 
where the Axis suffered heavily in a tank battle with the British. 
Observers said the British strategy may be to bring the columns 
together for a converging attack on Tripoli, or to attack the city 
with the coastal column and by-pass it to the south with the Inland 
column. 
Rommel May Yield Area Without Fight 
There are indications that Rommel has decided, or has been 
ordered, to yield Tripoli and attempt to get as many of his men aa 
possible into Tunisia. 
Observers said there Is reason to believe Montgomery's army 
has pushed steadily on beyond the positions reported In the com­ 
munique. which would cover gains through yesterday. 
A second British column striking along the coastal road pasted 
through Misurata and Garibalde and reached the Zllten area only 
90 miles east of Tripoli, the communique said.

The committee stepped into the 
controversy over Flynn’s appoint­ 
ment to the diplomatic service and 
gave him a vote of "comftlete confi­ 
dence" after Flynn had resigned as 
tile committee's chairman and Post­ 
master General Frank C. Walker 
had been chosen as his successor. 
Attack Called ‘Cover’ 
A resolution, approved unani­ 
mously by the group, asserted that 
enemies of the President were at­ 
tempting to break down the respect 
of the American people for him. 
The statement contended that 
Flynn Is being assailed.‘'simply as 
rn cover to their effort to discredit 
the President and the president’s 
perty.” 
It maintained that the "enemies’’ 
have the support of the American 
press that always has sought to un­ 
dermine the prestige of our great 
President" 
The committee denounced "such 
political sabotage" as a "dastardly, 
treasonable plot to hamper" the 
President by attempting to destroy 
public confidence in him. 
It maintained the purpose of 
Flynn’s critics was to "repeat with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt what they 
did by similar methods to another 
great president, Woodrow Wilson.’’ 
A resolution praising the work of 
President Roosevelt was adopted. 
’Wa Mutt Not Retraat’ 
Walker, who like Flynn, Is an old 
friend of the President, accepted 
the national chairmanship In a brief 
talk before the committee, and then 
outlined his views in rn prepared 
radio address. 
Hs stated the party muat not re­ 
treat from its stand for social se­ 
curity and muat tight to establish 
Hie laws of human decency aa tbs 
pillars of the social order at the 
postw ar world. 
Walker. 56, for many years has 
beau a clote personal and political 
Intimate of Roosevelt. 
Back In 1928 he made a 910,000 
contribution to Roosevelt's cam­ 
paign fund for election as governor 
of New York, then later gave an­ 
other 910.000 to start the presiden­ 
tial campaign fund of 1932. 
The Democratic committee re­ 
ceived a telegram from President 
Roosevelt in which he mentioned 
his gratitude to "my old friend Bk} 
Flynn.” The chief executive recall­ 
ed that Walker had "worked In­ 
timately with me in the case of 
pound, liberal government.”

Litigation Based On Statute 


Passed During Civil War 


By The A iu tiih O Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 — The 
Supreme Court ruled Monday that 
even though a person used facts 
from a governm ent Indictment in 
filing a suit to collect double dam­ 
ages and penalties from persons 
accused of defrauding the govern­ 
ment, the “inform er” is entitled to 
receive half of the amount re­ 
covered. 
Justice Black delivered the 5 to 
I decision on litigation, based on 
an “informer” statute passed dur­ 
ing the Civil war. 
The 
justice 
departm ent 
con­ 
tended that the statute “was in­ 
tended to authorize a suit by pri­ 
vate individuals only when they 
uncover 
and 
prosecute offenses 
against the United States and was 
not intended to perm it them to 
base a suit on facte revealed by 
prior governm ent action.” 
In both cases, it was said, many 
of the

were

from the indictm ent obtained by 
the government.

Simplified Shapes Seen Key To Mass Production 
By Lucille T, Cox 


H 
OW the ceram ic designer of post-war days can cope with the require 
men** of machine-manufactured ware, destined to be made uni 
▼areally throughout the industry, was answered recently by Vincent J 
Broomball, art director of the Edwin M. Knowles China Co. and ohair 
of the art and design committee of the United States Potters 
association. 
* 
More than ever before we will 
be thinking in terms of machine 
m anufactured ware," he said "and 
while we have made great strides 
ta the past, we can certainly look 
forward to greater strides altar the 
war. Simplified production will be 
th e keynote.” 
Mr. Broomball believes the de­ 
signer m ust adjust himself to the 
tim es and what the machine can 
do. 
Design must work in perfect 
harmony with the machine-type of 
production, he declared. 
'I t will mean the designing of 
good, simplified shapes that can 
bs manufactured economically and 
without any waste motion. 
In all, 
it means good, sound designing, 
both in eye appeal and from a 
m anufacturing point of view. 
“We m ust adjust our designing 
to mass production methods, 
he 
continued. 
“However, it does not 
m ean inferior design or quality. 
It means supplying a vast market 
with good sound shapes and deco­ 
rations th at can be manufactured 
with utm ost economy and m arket­ 
ed a t moderate prices. 
“There will be a need for sim­ 
plified economical production after 
the war, and there have been a 
number of economical angles over­ 
looked in the past. 
“Is it necessary," the artist asks. 
“to make a 7-lnch plate when the 
8-tnch plate is more practical? Is 
not the 5-inch fruit more practical 
than the 4-inch fruit? 
If so, why 
m ake the 4-inch fruit? Is the baker 
necessary when the nappy serves 
the purpose Just as well? 
“lf the number of items used in 
making up the dinner service could 
be simplified, the change might be 
more practical, both for the manu­ 
facturer and the consumer. 
The 
complete dinner service could be 
m ore utilitarian, and many of th# 
items could do double duty. 
For 
Instance, if the size of the butter 
plate and the size of the dessert 
or email salad plate could be made 
common, this item could serve 
both purposes. 
“The post-war developments de­ 
pend first on the initiative of both 
the manufacturer and designer. We 
can 
establish 
American 
dinner­ 
ware on the m arket and keep it 
♦here against any competition aft­ 
e r the war. 
But,” he concluded, 
“w e m ust stop and realise our 
shortcomings and begin now to 
jpok ahead.”
